Council . 


Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

Owing  to  the  retirement  of  Dr,  H.  Piggies,  I am 
submitting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  1969.  The  report  follows  the  lines  of  previous 
reports . 

The  Birth  Rate  as  adjusted  by  the  comparability  factor 
was  11.9.  compared  to  16. 3.  for  England  and  Wales.  There 
were  no  infant  deaths.  The  General  Mortality  rate  (adjusted) 
was  13*4-  compared  with  11.9*  for  England  and  Wales.  I have 
no  comments  on  these  figures. 

Thirty  four  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were  notified, 

31  of  these  being  measles.  Immunisation  against  measles  is 
now  being  offered  to  all  children  of  school  age  who  have  not 
had  the  disease.  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  reduce  the  number 
of  cases  of  measles  in  future. 

The  water  supply  authority  for  the  district  is  the 
Northallerton  and  the  Dales  'Water  Board.  I am  indebted  to 
their  Engineer  for  the  following  report 

The  Board's  main  efforts  continue  to  be  directed  towards 
locating  and  developing  suitable  new  sources  of  supply.  This 
is  necessary  to  make  up  for  existing  "dry  weather"  deficiencies, 
to  meet  the  growing  demand  for  water  and  to  enable  numerous  small 
and  isolated  supplies  to  be  replaced  by  more  econcftsic  linked 
schemes . 

Throughout  the  year,  routine  bacteriological  samples 
were  taken  by  the  Board  and  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service. 

It  was  necessary  to  prohibit  the  use  of  hosepipes  in 
September  to  reduce  the  demand  for  water  during  the  Autumn. 

The  new  Fossdale  source,  service  reservoir  and  distribution 
mains,  were  completed  during  the  year  and  existing  supplies 
were  being  connected  to  the  scheme  from  September  onwards. 

The  scheme  should  obviate  the  dry  weather  shortages  in 
Wensleydale  between  Hardrow  and  Askrigg.

The  Council  maintained  a seven  day  interval  refuse  collection 
service  from  the  rear  of  premises  over  the  greater  part  of  the 
District.  Bad  weather  and  holidays  caused  a little  dislocation 
of  collection  days. 

The  Council's  three  disposal  tips  leave  much  to  be  desired 
by  way  of  control  as  the  amount  of  time  that  can  be  spent  on  the 
tips  is  limited  and  inadequate. 

Tipping  space  at  Hawes  and  Askrigg  remains  a major  problem. 

I believe  that  an  area  such  as  this,  where  it  is  impossible  to 
find  space  which  satisfies  the  planners  and  is  otherwise  suitable, 
calls  for  special  measures  and  refuse  may  have  to  be  taken  out  of 
the  Dale  for  disposal  even  if  this  means  longer  hauls  than  would 
otherwise  be  acceptable. 
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Bacteriological  Examination  of  Water  Supplies. 


18  samples  of  water  were  examined  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service,  16  were  reported  s tisfactory.  No 
samples  were  submitted  for  chemical  examination.

The  Water  Board  continued  to  chlorinate  some  of  the 
sources  of  supply,  the  remainder  give  bad  bacteriological 
samples  from  time  to  time.  Part  of  the  unsatisfactory 
samples  came  from  Carperby  and  this  supply  was  chlorinated 
later  in  the  year. 

No  major  shortages  of  water  occurred  during  the  year 
and  the  quality  of  the  water  varied  with  the  amount  of 
rainfall  as  in  previous  years.

The  Council  offered  12  discretionery  grants  amounting 
to  £9,422,  6 of  these  grants  were  in  respect  of  conversions 
which  will  provide  10  dwellings,  18  standard  grants  were 
offered,  exactly  the  sane  number  as  last  year,  the  possible 
maximum  of  £3,326  included  six  to  the  higher  limit.  A total 
of  £2,811  was  paid  for  completed  works  during  the  year.

In  addition  to  the  above,  4 samples  were  taken  from 
the  Old  Peoples  Home,  Bainbridge,  of  these  1 failed  the 
Methylene  Blue  test,  and  5 passed,  4 were  negative  to  the 
Milk  Ring  Test  and  none  were  positive. 

All  the  milk  retailed  in  the  Rural  District  is  raw  or 
untreated  milk. 


All  samples  which  fo.il ed  the  statutory  tests  were 
resampled  at  the  earliest  possible  time  and  cleared. 

Samples  which  gave  a positive  reaction  to  the  Milk  Ring 
Test  were  followed-up  by  sampling  from  individual  animals 
andpr.'-ducers  were  requested  to  segrege.te  such  animals  and 
send  the  infected  milk  for  pasteurisation  or  other  statutory 
form  of  heat  treatment.  This  action  was  done  with  the 
co-operation  of  the  producers  informally  and  no  statutory 
action  was  necessary  during  the  year. 
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
